THER OHIO. 


Louisville Pretty Well Drowned Out, 
but Not Much Seared About It. 

LovuIsviLue, Ky., Feb. 21.— The river is 
rising slowly this evening, with thirty-six 
and a half feet in the canal and thirty-four 
and a half in the chute on the falls. From 
the foot of First street clear up to the cut- 
off bridge, every buildme along the river- 
front is under water, and many houses and 
coal-offices have been washed away and are 
drifting aimlesly around against the coal 
barges. The embankment of the Short Line 
Railroad has been washed away up to the 
erds of the cross-ties, and the destruction of 
the track is threatened every moment. A 
large foree of men is at work there making a 
breakwater dam to prevent the force of the 
waves from striking the banks. | 

AT DENNIS LONG & CO.’8 PIPE FOUNDRY, 
on Preston street, all work had to be sns- 
pended, the cellar being filled and about 
three feet of water on the ground floor. In 
the rear of the building was a high embank- 
ment, which was used to pile pipes on. The 
water broke through just above the foundry, 
and flooded the yard in the rear. The cur- 
rent was strong and the embankment washed 
away, letting ali the pipes down in the river, 
where many of them drifted out Fourteeiith 
street, down to the extreme end of High 
street. 

ON THE RIVER FRONT 
submersion reigns supreme. All Shipping- 
port is under water from the River Cement- 
Mills west. ‘The loss at this place will be 
considerable, and, should the water con- 
tinue to rise, there is every probability that 
from 1,500 to 2,000 barrels of cement will be 
lost. The damage up to this writing con- 
sisted chiefly of timber and ties. The water 
stands from three to four feet on the floor of 
the first story. 

THIS MORNING IT COMMENCED BLOWING 
sucha gale from the west that it was not 
deemed prudent to attempt running the 
ferryboat between New Albany and Port- 
land. ‘The waves were running so high that 
the difficulty in making a landing would 
have rendered itan almost impossible un- 
dertaking. At the distillery of B. F. Mat- 
tingly they suspended operations and 
shut down. A large gang of men 
were kept at work all night mov- 
ing the lower tier of barrels of 
whisky in the bonded warehouse, up to the 
third floor, so as to be out of reach of the 
water. B. D. Elder, the manager, does not 
anticipate any loss beyond that caused by a 
suspension of operations. The cattle con- 
tained in the pens, amounting to 700 head, 
were all taken out safely during the morn- 
ing, not a single one being lost. At J. G. 
Mattingly’s distillery the only loss will be on 

CATTLE CONFINED IN THE PENS. 

Messrs. Gregory & Harm and Craft & 
Selfried together are owners of about 1.500 
head of cattle in the upper pens. The lowest 
pens, nearest the river, contained, as near as 
eould be ascertained, 800 head, owned by 
the same gentlemen. This evening there 
were still 400 head in the pens, and from the 
method of rescuing them being so slow, the 
loss that will fall upon some parties inter- 
ested will be large. Present indications are 
that between 200 and 400 head will be 
lost. Owing to bad weather and the extreme 
danger attendant on this work the progress 
is necessarily slow, no one showing a dispo- 
sition to undertake it, no matter what kind 
of inducements were offered, $5 and $7 per 
hour being paid for the use of skiffs and 
yawls to help the unfortunate animals. The 
damage sustained on cattle asone will come 
near touching $5,000. 

In Fourth street the water is on the first 
floor of Gilmore, Hite & Co.’s, one door be- 
low the alley. This was just one door be- 
low Woolfolk’s, over whose floor the rise of 
1867 came. Early in the day apprehensions 
began to be felt that some of the buildings 
would give way and fall. T. J. Melcher is 
the owner of a three-story double brick on 
the east side of the street. In one side he 
kept a grocery and on the other a barroom. 
The water invading the first story in the 
morning, he moved his goods up-stairs. 
Shortly after this he noticed a crack in the 
middie wall, and at once removed his family. 
On returning, the crack had widened to two 
or three inches, and in great alarm he hunt-

C IN MN NATI, O., Feb. 3L.—The Onio River 
is now higher than it has been since the 
great flood of 1874 Ab 11:20 it was 58.6, 
and rising at the rate of half an inch an 
hour.

This 
will check the rise, though not immediately, 
as the river is rismg rapidly above. The 
wind has a most injurious effect on the rail- 
road embankment in the Mill Creek Valley, 
as the waves tend to ¢rumbie in the banks.

Work Suspended at ManyShops in New 
Albany, Ind. 

New AlnAxx, Ind., Pebs2i.—This cityts 
now partially under and the damage 
done up to 10 o’cloek tonight can hardly be 
computed. If the river rises five feet more 
the furnaces in Depauw’s giass-works will 
be destroyed, the fires put out, and damage 
to the amount of $50,000 be done. Already 
the damage in this factory has been great. 
At 10 o’clock the river was rising rapidly, 
covering the pavements along the levee from 
Upper Fifth street to Lower Third, making 
this part of the city impassable. The water 
had almost reached the railway track at Jef- 
fersonville depot on State street. 

REAIDENTS ALONG WATER STREET 
from 1er Third were driven to the upper 
parts of their buildings, and some were get- 
ting ready to move to other parts of the eity. 
The water had not reached the rail mill nor 
the iron-works in the lower part of the city, 
but these mills will probably be obliged to 
close. The bentwood works in lower Al- 
bany will also be closed, The latter firm 
will suffer seriously by the loss of timber. 
Hedgewater’s foundry and machine works 
were obliged to suspend, the ground being 
completely inundated. It will take a seven 
or eight foot rise to close the forge works. 
The damage to private property will not be 
great unless the rise is higher than in 1987. 
The back-waters have done a large amount 
of harm. The Air-Line Railway alone was 
damaged about $3,000 this afternoon by the 
washing away of about 100 feet Of trestle- 
work between Lower Seventh street and 
Pike. Old steamboatmen and observers of 
the river and weather in New Albany say 
the indécations are that the river will de as 
high as in 1832, the winter being much like 
that year. 


Rallroads Ten Feet Under Water Near 
Jeffersonville, lad. 

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Feb. 21.—The flood 
in the Ohio River has not done any material 
damage in Jeffersonville or vicinity up to a 
late hour tonight. The Howards and Bare- 
more are busy removing timber to prevent its 
washing away, and are fighting the water to 
prevenbits enteringthe sewers which drain 
their sawmills. The loss will be consider- 
able. The Jeffersonville Glass-Works will 
probably be compelled to close on account of 
water. It isback-waters that generally do the 
most damage in Jeffersonville, as the Ohio 
banks on that side are high. Below the city,

The River Submeraing All the Pianta- 
tions Near Memphis. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Feb. 21.—After declining 
four inches from the highest point reached, 
the river came to a stand here this morning, 
and will doubtless commence rising again. 
The gage now marks thirty-four feet eleven 
inches above low-water mark. It is eleven 
inches above the danger-line and within six- 
teen inches of the extreme ‘high water of 
1862, which proved so disastrous to the in- 
habitants of the Mississippi Valley. Be- 
tween Memphis and Friar’s Point, Miss., 120 
miles to the south, four breaks in the levees 
have occurred, the largest one being just 
above Austin, Miss., which is six miles long. 
While the river at this point does not, ac- 
cording to the signal-serviee officer’s report, 
show an extreme high stage, yet at many 
points between here and Vicksburg the river 
is twelve inches higher than was ever 
known. This is accounted for from the 
fact that the Mississippi River has 
overflowed its banks above Osceola, Ark., 
ninety miles up the river, and a large volume 
ot water pours through the country into the 
headwaters of the St. Francis River, and 
again finds its way back into the main 
stream, fifteen miles above Helena, Ark., 
where the St. Francis River empties into the 


Mississippi. 
EVERY PLANTATION 


between Memphis and Friar’s Point, Miss., 
is submerged, and the water extends back 
from either shore fifteen les. Planters are 
enduring great hardship from the loss of 
mules, cattle, hogs, and sheep by drowning. 
In nearly all overflowed sections stock is 
suffering. What was Saved are kept huddled 
together on hastily-built platforms. What 
with the floods now pouring out of the Ohio, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, and Cumberland 
Rivers, the prospects are indeed gloomy to 
the inhabitants of the valley. Between 
Friar’s Point and Vicksburg but one break 
in the levee has occurred, that at Laconia 
Circle, reported last night. There are, how- 
ever, several weak places, and if the rise 
continues the worst is feared. 


Helena Partially Drowned Out-—The

Hewena, Ark., Feb. 21.—The situation re- 
mains unchanged.

IN THE SENATE. 


THE APPORTIONMENT BILL PASSED 
Special Dispatch to The Unicago Trilune. 


Wasnineroyx, D. C., Feb. 21.—Senator 
Hale, of Maine, won many parliamentary 
laurels today by the ability with which he 
engineered the Apportionment bill through 
the Senate exactly as it was Passed by the 
House, Had the slightest amendment been 
made it would have been necessary to send 
the bill back to the House for their concur- 
rence or rejection of that amendment,and sev- 
eral weeks would probably have been con- 
sumed. The great danger in the Senate, 
however, was thatadebate might spring up 
which might be prolonged for days, if not 
weeks. To prevent this Senator Hale very 
properly declined addressing the Senate him- 
self on the bill. His declination to speak 
prevented the raising é{ the oratorica! flood- 
gates with the exception of alittle talk upon 
the value of larxe popular deliberative 
bodies, between rs. Hoar and Ingalls. 
Mr. Morrill also Ad a few words against 
large legislative bodies. No one even called 
the yeas and nays on the final passage of the 
bill, and every one appeared relieved when 
it was passed. 

THE ARREARS-OF-PENSIONS RESOLUTION. 

Senator ingalls’ bill indorsing the Arrears- 
of-Pensions resolution was most uncere- 
moniously laid upon the table by three ma- 
jority, after there had been some discussion 
about pensioning the Mexican volunteers, in 
which Senator Cerro Gordo Williams, a hero 
of that war, made his Customary speech. 
The vote was irrespective of party or sec- 
tion. Confederate and Union Ge@erals voted 
together in the affirmative, and Union and 
Confederate Generals voted together in the 
negative. Mr. Ingalls was sorely disap- 
pointed. The debate upon the amendment 
proposed by the Southern men indicates a 
disposition to greatly eularge the list. 

INDIANS, 

The petition presented in the Senate today 
by Mr. Dawes asks Congress to maintain all 
treaties with the Indians, to educate their 
children, to give them land in severalty, to 
secure for them the protection of the laws 
and full religious liberty. It is signed by 
over 100,000 names, obtained by ladies ot 
character and influence in different parts of 
the Union. Mr. Dawes maintained that this 
array of names could not have been obtained 
were it not that there is a widespread and 
increasing public opinion that the Indian 
service needs to be greatly improved. 

RETIRING GRAN T. 

On Friday Gen. Logan will make a deter- 
mined effort to pass his bill placing Gen. 
Grant on the retired list. The vote will be 
close. 


THE INDIAN DEBATE. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnrneton, D. C., Feb. 21.—Mr. Dawes, 
in presenting a petition in behalf of the 
Indians, said 100,000 persons had signed sim- 
Har petitions to that now before Congress, 
and he ur that so universal a demand of 
wealthy, intelligent citizens should accom- 
plish its purpose, and the Nation should keep 
its plighted faith, and treat the Indiars 
justly. 

Mr. Plumb denied that the position and 
wealth of the petitioners should make them 
better judges of t was wise and justin 
the treatment of Indians than were the peo- 
pie who lived among them. Ue pictured the 
leniency with which erime-stained Indians 
had been treated.

THE WHITE MEN. 


He wanted to have done with sentimentality, 
and let Government relations to the Indians 
be put upon a rationai, practical basis, and 
be better understood. Asto the remedy of 
giving landsin severalty, suggested by the 
petitioners, the fact was there was not a sin- 
gle case on record in which the Government 
had been able to keep the Indians upon the 
reservations. ö 

Mr. Dawes spoke of the indignities heaped 
upon the Indians, who, having been de- 
spelled of their domain by the covetous 
land-seekers, had been driven in despair and 
self-defense to retaliate. 

Mr. Plumb, referring to the petitions, said 


those whom the Senator represented had 


columns of sympathy for the Indian but 
only a passing word for those who had suf- 
fered at his hands. 

Mr. Dawes brietiy responded that the first 
outrages were committed by the people of 
the United States upon the Indians, 

Mr. Teller sald the petitioners were 
FULL OF ner FERVOR, AND IGNOR- 

CE, 
and devoid of common sense, which ought 
to govern legislation. The people of the 
frontier could not consistently be charged 
with having wantonly violated treaties or 
maltreated the Indians. Their own self- 
protection and personal interests dictated 
their fair treatment of the indians. The 
well-being and education of the tribes was, 
therefore, of greater moment to the people 
of the border States than they could possibly 
be to the people of Massachusetts. He de- 
manded for the Western settlers the same 
measure of protection asked for on behalf of 
the red men, and contrasted the indignities 
heaped upon them by indian outlaws with 
the care and consideration lavished by the 
ne upon their barbarous red neigh- 
rs. 

The petition was referred and the debate 
ended. 

It was agreed to adjourn today until

Wasninoton, D. C., Feb. 21.—The House 
today, after passing a resolution calling for 
information respeeting the gross and net 
earnings since the beginning of operations 
of all the land-grant railroads chartered dur- 
ing the last twenty years, proceeded to the 
consideration of the Post-Office Appropria- 
tion bill. 

Mr. Robeson, of New Jersey, who has, 
ever since the Senatorial election last year, 
in which he was defeated, betrayed an un- 
reasoning spite against all rallroad corpora- 
tions, took it upon his shoulders to oppose 
the recommendations of the Appropriations 
Committee, of which he is a member, in rela- 
tion to railway mail service. There was an 
item of $25,000 to provide for the transfer of 
the mails between Fast St. Louis and St. 
Louis, Mo., and to furnish depot-room and 
terminal facilities at both those points. It 
was shown in the debate that the Bridge & 
Tunnel Company are independent of the 
through railroad lines, and that they are not, 
by their charter, compelled to carry the 
mails, except under a special contract. 
When the Pust-Offiee bill was last under con- 
sideration Mr. Robeson attacked the bridge 
company as a corporation which stood like a 
bandit with its hand at the throat of com- 
merce to wring from the toiling millions the 
proceeds of their industry. 

FINDING ROBESON ON THEIR SIDE, 
Mr. Holman and other Democrats joined in 
a general crusade against the railroad com; 


‘panies, endeavoring to discriminate against 


those which have received land-grants from 
the General Government, and proposing vari- 
ous amendments, the effect of which, if 
adopted and enacted, would have been to de- 
prive the people of fast-mail service alto- 
gether. The members of the House have be- 
gun to understand that Mr. Robeson’s war- 
fare upon the railroads is inspired by a per- 
sonal grievance, and is not governed by any 
particular considerations of equity or justice, 
and so it happened that, after a long wrangle, 
everything that he had proposed, and that 
had been proposed in the way of aiding him 
in his opposition, was voted down, and the 
bill remains in that respect substantially as 
reported by the Appropriations Committee. 
When the item for steamboat mail trans- 
portation was taken up, Gen. Singleton, ot 
Quincy, wanted to amend it so that the Post- 
master-General would be compelled to eon- 
tinue and maintain the steamboat service

This amendment was supported by Wash- 
burn, of Minnesota, and several others. It 
was finally ruled out on a point of order, as 
were all other amendments to that para- 
graph. 

The next item in order was $7,250,000 for 
the star-route service. 

To this Mr. Springer proposed an amend- 
ment requiring that whenever, “on account 
of the failure of a contractor, it shall be 
necessary to relet the service on a star route, 
it shall be done under advertisemegt and in 
accordance with the law under ch the

left off the consideration of the bill for the 
day, but enough was said to show that 
the effect of the amendment would be 
to allow any contractor who “had got bit- 
ten“ (as Mr. Cannon expressed it) in making 
a contract to relinquish it and escape with- 
out being compelled to pay the pefigity of 
failure. A good deal might be said on both 
sides in favor of this amendment, perhaps, 
but from the fact that certain ardent advo- 
cates of it are strongly suspected of being 
extremely friendly to the star-route service 
as conducted by the late Assistant Post- 
master-General Brady, the sentiment of the 
House wag evidently hostil to it. 

When Committee of the Whole arose 
and reported progress to the House there 
was no indication of such 

AN EKBULLITION OF PATRIOTISM 
as was at once begun on the Democratic side. 
Tomorrow is Washington’s Birthday, and 
several patriotic Democratic members sim- 
ultaneously moved to adjourn until Thurs- 
day. During the six years that the Demo- 
crats had a majority in the House they never 
adjourned over Washington’s Birthday, al- 
though, on several occasions, efforts in that 
direction were made by the Republican mi- 
nority. But today they would have nothing 
else. They filibustered until the House was 
lett without a quorum, and then they com- 
pelled a call of the House. A great many 
easy-going Republicans, who seem to think 
that their convenience should first be con- 
sulted, went home to dinner, and the result 
was that, before 7 o’clock, a majority of the 
members present were on the minority side 
of the House, and they finally compelled an 
adjournment until Thursday. This prac- 
tically means the loss of two legislative days 
this week, because on Saturday nothing is 
usually done. The game of the Democrats 
is to obstruct public business and prolong 
the session as much as possible.

HEAVY WORK BY THE RATLROADS—MAC- 
VEAGH, THE ANTI-MONOPOLIST, AS A 
MONOPOLIST.

Wasnrnoeton, D. C., Feb. 21.—Ex-Attor- 
ney-General MacVeagh ** bobbed up serene- 
ly’’ today before the House Commerce Com- 
mittee, as course! for the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, in opposition to inter-State 
commerce legislation in general, and the 
Reagan billin particular. There was a full 
meeting of the committee, and Mac Veagh, 
seated at the end of the long committee- 
table, talked Vigorously and effectively for 
an hour anda half. His argument was very 
able and adroit, and, however much any of 
the members of the committee may have 
differed with him, all were evidently enter- 
tained by his skillful method of statement 
and ingenious presentation of the railroad 
side of the question, Ma@Veagh was par- 
ticularly eufphatie on one point—viz.: that 
the proposed legisiation would be vicious 
because of its centralizing features. It was 
calling on the Government to exercise 

AN BNORMOUS POWER, 

which would result in vastly increasing the 
strergth of the centralization doctrine. He 
insisted thatg¢this doctrine ought not to be 
strengthéned in this way. He held that the 
principles of the Reagan bill were repug- 
nant to the spirit of the Constitution. Re- 
ferring to the practical effect of the proposed 
legislation, he asserted that the citizens of no 
county in the Union eould justly deny that 
during the last twelve months their products 
had been carried to the seaboard at rates be- 
low a fair comvensation to the railroads. 
The railway system had two different as- 
pects. Railways were, first, common car- 
riers, and, second, commereial undertakings. 
The two classes of duties should be con- 
sidered together. 


IT WAS MISLEADING TO SPEAK OF RA 
WAYS AS MONOPOLIES. 


Neither Congress nor the States give them 
exclusive privileges. The Government does 
not respect competition, and competition 
was sharper and bitterer among the railroads 
than perhaps in any other business. Ad- 
dressing the committee, he said: “ You spend 
your money in improving the Mississippi 
River, and take wheat from us which we 
would be glad to earry.” Other water-ways 
were aided by the Government and the States, 
and the transportation facilities had been so 
largely increased that they more than sup- 
plied the demand, and low rates were the re- 
sult. MacVeagh claimed that the mass of 
the people do not desire radical legislation 
bearing on the railroad system. Practical 
business men, he said, 
WOULD LAUGH IN YOUR FACES 
if you told them you were spending your 
days and nights in attempting to frame legis- 
lation to protect inter-State commerce from 
the rapacity of railroad stockiolders. While 
he admitted that secret drawbacks were 
totally indefensible, yet he said it would be 
unjustifiable for Congress to attempi to strike 
down all drawbacks and special rates on 
inter-State traflic. He claimed that, by 
means of drawbacks or special rates, rail- 
roads were often able to get through tra ilie 
which enabled thear to reduce the loeal rates. 
He urged the committee to recognize the fact 
that no law could prevent competing lines 
from striving to get a fair share of iuter- 
State commerce. ¢« 
AS TO THE POOLING SYSTEM, 

he argued that Congress should encourage 
pooling, rather than to prohibit it, as was 
proposed by the Reagan bill. He asserted 
that to forve the railroads inte unrestricted 
competition and to prohibit pooling would 
inevitably hasten what was now going on— 
viz.: the consolidation of railroads, a result 
which would in the end work to the disad- 
vantage of the people. He claimed that 
pooling had become a necessity of the sep- 
arate existence of the leading roads of the 
country. MacVeagh will conelude his ar- 
gument tomorrow. The other side of the 
question will be heard on Thursday. when 
delegates from the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation and other com- 
mercial bodies will appear before the com- 


‘mittee. Storrs will speak for the Western 


railroads.

On June 30, 1880, the number of peBtoffices in 
Northern Dakota was eighty-six, the present 
number is M6, sixty having been e#tablished 
witbin the past eighteen months. The sales of 
postage-stam ps, stamped and news- 
paper wrappers tor the year ending June 90, 
880, amounted to $30,540, while for the 
balf-year ending Dee. 31. 1881, they amounted 
to $11,787. On June 90, 1880, there were 
260 miles of railroad in operation, 1% 
miles graded ready for the superstructure, and 
316 miles under contract to be built during the 
current year. On June / 1880, there were but 
two National banks in North Dakota 
the combined capital being $150,000, and 
but five private banks. Now . there 
are nine National banks already organized, wich 
u capital of $750,000, and three more in process 
of organization, besides sixteen private banks. 
The number of church structures has increased 
from nine in June, 1880, to forty-nine; the 
school-houses from seventeen to 136/ the flour- 
ing- mills from four ty thirty-one; and where at 
the former period there were oue daily and two 
weekly newspapers, there are now five dailies 
and twenty semi-weeklles. For tha year 1880 
the valuation of t property ia Northern

The discussion of the Allison Reserve bill 
by the Senate Finance Committee today in- 
dicated a probability that that bill will excite 
A prolonged financial discussion when it 
shall be reported to tne Senate, in which the 
silver question will have an important point.

NATIONAL BANKS AND MORTGAGES. 

President Easton, of the First National

has been generally practiced by the banks, 
and the courts have sustained the validity of 
the practice, but there is a question whether, 
by so doing, they do not become liable to a 
forfeiture of their charters.

SHIPHERD’s DELUSION. 
NO SUPPORT FROM THK STATE DEPART- 
MENT. x 
Dispatch to New York Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 19.— The pub- 
lication of Jacob R. Shipherd’s list of names 
has been received in Washington with more 
indifference than Amusement. In spite of 
the rattle and bahg of charges in the news- 
papers that the State Department hadbeen 
used to furffler/the ends of a vast and cor- 
rupt speculation, the conviction has gradu- 
ally grown that the Peruvian Company was 
a mystic corporation, existing chiefly in the 
brain of one sanguine person with a South 
American imagination, and that the whole 
affair was, as “Toots” would say, of 
no consequence.” This feeimg became 
so well defined and general that 
even the disclosure of the names of 
persons with whom Shipherd said he was, or 
was soon to be,” in confidential negotia- 
tion has been received with the most languid 
interest. No one seems to have supposed 
for a momentthat the persons alluded to 
would have any connection with such a 
scheme, and the matter was passed by with 
hardly the honor of a laugh. 

There is, however, one point upon which a 
few conclusive facts may as well be stated 
before the whole affair passes entirely out of 
the public mind. In theearlier stages of 
this Peruvian “disclosure,” which began so 
large and ended so small that to put it in a 
comie opera would do it no more than jus- 
tice, the Stalwart newspapers all over the 
country were filled with charges that Mr. 
Biaine’s whole policy toward Peru and Chili 
was molded to fix the plans of the 
Peruvian Company and others having claims 
for untold millions against Peru. The worst 
inferences were drawn from these state- 
ments, which were themselves the wildest 
inferences in the beginning, and it was free- 
ly charged, among other things, that a list 
of the stockholders of the Peruvian Company 
would be found to contain Mr. Blaine's 
name. The Chili-Peruvian correspondence 
of the State Department has just been made 
public in a volume of more than 700 pages, 
and the facts, at and small, can be 
studied at leisure. in the entire correspond- 
ence between Mr. Blaine and Mr. Hurlbut 
there is no reference whatever made to the 
Peruvian Company by either of them, ex- 
cept to condemn it and denounce it. 
There is no mention made of the 
Cochet claim, except to declare that it has 
no ground whatever for asking the good 
officers of the Uuited States. Mr. Blaine 
wrote that it had no foundation, and Mr. 
Huribut replies that it is nothing but a swin- 
From the beginning to the end of the 
correspondence there is not one word even 
tolerating the Cochet claim, and yet some 
daily papers in the great cities and their im- 
itators all over the country have charged in 
every mood and tense the Peruvian 
Company was mixed up with the diplomacy 
of the State Department. 

it was mixed up with it in the same way 
that Belmont, and Evarts, and Goy. Morgan, 
and William E. Dodge, and William W. 
Astor, and William K. Vanderbilt, and 
Roscoe Conkling, and John A. Logan, and 
Henry L. Dawes, and fifty other prominent 
men were mixed up with Shipherd. Ship- 
herd wrote to Hurlbut that these gentlemen 
were his associates, and he wrote that the 
State Department favored his preposterous 
claims. Both statements rest on the same 
foundation. It is as easy for the newspapers 
which are chronically hostile to Mr. Biaine 
to see how absurd Shipherd’s statements 
were in the one case, but not so easy, it 
seems, in the other. It is a faet that the let- 
ters which Shipherd wrote to Hurlbut were 
unknown to Mr. Biaine until late in Novein- 
ber.

A MOCK TREA®PY. 
THE WORK OF THE MEDDLESOME BRITISH 
MINISTER IN PERU. 
Dispatch te Philadciphia Press. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 19.—Sir Spencer 
St. John, the English Minister at Peru, made 
himself wery consvicuous as a meddier in the 
affairs of this Government, if the statements 
of Minister Hurlbut to the State Department 
are true. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Blaine rebuked Mr. Hurlbut for making a 
protocol with the Peruvian authorities for 
the establishment of a coaling-station at 
Chimbote. In a letter from Mr. Hurlbut to 
Mr. Blaine, under date of Dec. 7, 1881, the 
writer says: “Sir Spencer St. John, the En- 
glish Minister, is behaving very singu- 
larly and indecorously in these  af- 
fairs. He heard the other day in very 
vague form something about the Chimbote 

rotocol, and has proceeded to the singular 
ength of writing out the points of a ‘secret 
treaty’ between the United States and Peru, 
which he is exhibiting in clubs and other 
public places, and which he induces people 
to believe is genuine. In the same spirit he 
has induced the Chilian authorities to be- 
lieve, or to effect to believe, that a ‘ secret 
treaty’ of vast importance has in fact been 
executed, giving in ownership to the United 
States the entire Bay of Chimbote and some 
square miles of territory and the railroad, 
with exclusive civil and military jurisdiction 
and power to erect fortifications, besides 
many exclusive privileges. If Mr. St. John 
had ever said anything to me on the subject 
1 shouid probably have told him the facts as 
they were.” 

In another letter, dated Lima, Dec. 11, 1881, 
Mr. Huribut says: In my last | menuoned 
the extraordinary conduct of Sir Spencer St. 
John, the Briush Minister. I have learned 
since tha’ time that the Chillan Government 
has acted upon this information, and that 
they have telegraphed to their several diplo- 
matic agents in America and Europe in ac- 
cordance with the false and exaggerated in- 
formation furnished them from that source. 
I am also informed, although I can scarcely 
believe it, that the English, French, and 
Italian Ministers have given like informa- 
tion to their respective Governments. The 
purpose of all these communications is to 
give color to the idea of annexation, or at 
least protectorate, on the part of the United 
States. 

* Stimulated undoubtedly by this same in- 
formation the Chilian miliiary authorities of 
this city made a domiciliary visit to the 
house of Mr. Calderon, occupied by his wife 
and family, and instituted a severe but inef- 
fectual search for the alleged treaty. They 
arrested Mr. Velarde, one of Calderon's late 
Ministers, and demanded a literal copy. 
Mr. Velarde stated that be had no such docu- 
mentin his possession. They then pressed 
him to ask for a copy from me. He did so, 
and I ans wered that if the Chilian Commis- 
sioners wished anythme from ime it was 
their duty to make the request, which, if at 
all proper, would be at once attended to as 
coming from the representatives of a friend- 
ly nation, but that a copy of public docnu- 
ments could only be had by consent of the 
Government at Washington.”’ 

Mr. Hurlbut addressed a note to Mr, St. 
John contaiming the substance ot the rumors 
and allegations as set forth above, and re- 
quested that the British Minister furnish him 
with a copy of the alleged treaty. To this re- 
quest Mr. St. John responded by visiting Mr. 
Hurlbut and giving a very hazy explanation 
of his conduct. He admitted that he had 
shown to several persons the draft of a sup- 
posed treaty which be had noted down, con- 
sisting of six articles; that he had done it as 
a joke to show the credulity of the Peru- 
vians by embodying in form the rumors cur- 
rent on the streets; it was never in- 
tended to be serious, and he had so informed 
every one to whom he had shown it, and tnat 
he had sincedestroyed the paper. Mr. Hurl- 
but says that he was assured by many French, 
American, and Italian gentlemen that St. 
John deliberately induced the impression on 
their minds that there was foundation for the 
story.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 21.—The attor- 
neys and agents of the Weiland La Abra

The Philadelphia City Election. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 21.—Great interest 
was taken in the municipal election today. The 
Citizens’ Committee of One Hundred made 
no nominations, but indorsed some of the Demo- 
cratic and some of the Republican candidates 
for Police Magistrate. The leading office 
candidates were James I. Brown, Re- 
publican, and William Eisenbrown, Demo- 
erat. The latter was indorsed by the 
Committee of One Hundred, who also 
favored the elecuon of eight Democrats and 
four Republicans to the Select Council, and 
twenty-four Democrats and eighteen Republic- 
aus to the Common Council, Voting was light 
on account of the rainy weather, but the com- 
plete returns show a decided victory for the 
Citizens’ Committee, Whose candidates were 
elected in almost every ward. Ten Dem- 
ocrats and two Hepublicans are elected 
to the Select Council, and twenty-tbree Dem- 
ocrats and vineteen Republicans are elected to 
the Common Council. Counting the hold-over 
members, this result reduces the Republican 
majority in the Select Council to six and in the 
Common Council to twenty-three. Brown, Re- 
publican, was elected Police Magistrate by 800 
majority out of a total vote of 114.000.

CONSPIRACY. 


A Well-Laid Scheme to Defraud a Bank 
Detected and the Conspirators Ar- 
rested.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 21.—Oliver Hazelrig 
and Ed P. Higgins, of this city, were arrested 

today on the charge of conspiring to commit a 

felony. The facts are as follows: Yesterday a 

check for $800 druwu on the Indianapolis Na- 

tional Bank by Hazelrig, and payabie to E. B.

the Servia. 

How an English Admiral Was Taken 
for a Ship-Steward. 


British Sueers at American Naval 
ficiencies, 


Sir William Armstrong on the Vulnerability of 
Heavy lronclads. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Lonpon, REug., Feb. 3—The old saying is, 
“Speak well of the bridge which takes you 
safely over"; and 1 feel like speaking a good 
word for the magnificent new Cunarder, the 
Servia, which last month so pleasantly trans- 
ported me across the great ferry to British 
shores. It was her first return-trip; and she 
made the distance from New York to her docks 
in the Mersey in nine days, in spite of constant 
head winds, and the friction of new machinery, 
which compelied frequent stops. This great 
steamer, of 8,500 tons burden, is probably, taken 


in all, 

THE FINEST SPECIMEN 
of the merchant-marine afloat; and, with her 
immense length (540 feet), she rides the waves 
most casily. 

Our saloon- passenger list numbered about 220, 
of whom about half were English tourists re- 
turning bome @r the holidays, nearly half were 
the ever-restiess Americans, and the remainder 
were foreigners from different lands. Among 
the passengers was one Bonanza Prince, Mr. 
John W. Mackey, on his way to join his family 
at Paris. There were also Count Andrassy and 
Dr. Meyer, from Vienna, whom I had the pleas- 
ure of meeting in Colorado last summer, and 
who told me that they had traveled during the 
past season nearly 24,000 miles, all within the 
United States. They were profoundly impressed, 
not only with the great extent and variety of 
climate, scenery, agricuiture, and manufactures 
of our country, but with its tremendous energy 
and rapid development. 

We had alsoon board Rear-Admiral Sir W. N. 
W. Hewitt, V. C., K. C. B.,etc., etc., of the British 
Navy—io connecuon with whom

occurred. The Adig@iral seemed to be very dig- 
nified and exclusive in nis manners, and, though 
upon deck almost constantly, he confined bis 
acquaintance toasmall and select circle. He 
wore a cap with a simpie band of goid braid, 
much like what the ship-stewards wore. It 
seems that a jovial Englishman, who had fallen 
in love with our American oysters, had shipped 
a barrel of fine bivaives for the delectation of 
himseif and friends en route. On the second 
day out he became oyster-hungry, and ap- 
proaching our wortby and dignified official as 
he paced the deck, he slapped him familiarly 
upon the shoulder, saying, “* Weil, old fellow, 
don’t you think it’s about time we had up those 
oysters?”

Every Amer- 
ican abroad is praying for the success of the 
steamship line from New York to Milford Haven 
which Mr. George M. Puliman and others are 
proposing, and believe that if the Government 
shall give it the desired facilities it will be a 
great success. 

While the charge made above about owe navy 
was not strictly true, yet there was a measure 
of truth in it exceedingly paintul to Americans 
abroad. Practically we bave no navy; for the 
ancient wooden tubs and far inferior ironclads 
which carry the Stars and Stripes upon the high 
seas, and which hardly command the respect of 
balf-naked South-Sea Islanders, cannot. in the 
light of the present age, be called a navy.

Tue people of Chicago and the press of 
Chicago will not be the less thankful to 
Mayor Harrison for his eleventh-hour deter- 
mination to suppress public gaminz-houses, 
because he is moved to do so by “ public 
clamor,” as he says. 

In this demand that he should enforce the 
laws against gambling, as his duty and oath 
require, there has been, so far as we know, 
no partisan end sought, certainly none by 
Tur Trisune. On this question we have 
not known that the protection of gambling 
was a matter of party politics. Whatever of 
party politics was involved has been due to 
the fact that the gambimg fraternity have, 
very naturally, been earnest supporters of 
the men or party which protected them 
and their business, and, as naturally, the 
party and men who were supported by 
the gamblers afforded that legal protection 
to that class who were friends when friends 
were needed. The game might be said of 
any other class of law-breakers. Every dis- 
orderly saloon, every brothel! and thieves’ den 
where liquor is sold, may be closed at any 
time by revoking the license; and the men 
whose licenses have not been revoked have 
naturally felt grateful for the sufferance ex- 
tended to them; they did not support the 
Mayor because he was a Democrat, but be- 
cause he did not revoke licenses which he 
might have done, but did not. The past 
policy of the Mayor has, however, been now 
professedly abandoned. The “regulation 
system has been withdrawn and the city 
and State laws have been revived. The 
Mayor has surrendered the office of lawgiver 
and resumed the duty of executing the laws of 
the State. There is no partisan victory in 
this. There is rejoicing that the Mayor 
has conquered himself—has recognized the 
fact that he, as well as all other citizens, is 
subordinate to the law, and must obey it. 
The Mayor will have no difficulty in obtain- 
ing the support of the public and the press in 
his efforts to break up, so far as is his 
power by the enforcement of the city ordi- 
nances, the blackleg establishments which 
have so long and so publicly carried on their 
unlawful business in this city. 

On this question of executing these ordi- 
nances there will be no division of party or 
of public opinion, and no attempt to make 
political capital; in fact, the only person 
likely to cummend himself to the favor and 
applause of the public will be the Mayor 
himself. It will be public proclamation that 
Mike McDonald bas been deposed, and Mr. 
Harrison has again become the real as Well 
as the legal Mayor of Chicago.

THE WHISKY TAX AND SCHOOL FUND. 

In the discussion which took place at the 
last weekly meeting of the Methodist minis- 
ters inthis city over the proposition to set 
aside the whisky tax asa National education- 
al fund, the prevailing sentiment favored a 
union between the religious and temperance 
people on the one side and the lobby of the 
distillers and whisky-dealers on the other 
with the object of defeating Senator Logan’s 
bill. Dr. Hatfield and Mr. Zimmerman made 
an effort to induce their associates to take a 
practical and common-sense view of the case, 
and they certainly had all the logle and sub- 
stance of the argument on their side; but Dr. 
Fowler, Dr. Parkhurst, and most of the 
others who were present retused to listen to 
reason, but inaisted that it would be some- 
thing like a crime to support common schools 
with God-cursed ” mouey that comes from 
taxing alcohol. There was no formulated 
expression of the clerical meeting by 
resolution or otherwise, but it was 
evident that sentimentality ruled rather 
than a desire that education may be 
extended and improved as an indespensable 
element of good citizenship. IIllteraey fn 
the South seemed aless evil than atax on 
whisky, the money to be used to remove ig- 
norance. 

It is a pity that practical good is so com- 
monly antagonized by prejudice, and that 
men who hope for the attainment of an ideal 
perfection are willing to obstruct gradual 
steps for the improvement of the world. It 
is also difficult to understand that men of in- 
telligence and education can be so biased by 
abstractions as to join hands with the en- 
ewies of intellectual and moral progress 
rather than lend their influence to practical 
measures for the advancement of popular 
education. Opposition to the enlargement of 
the common-school system by a utilization 
ofthe highwine taxeson the declamatory 
ground that the money thus obtained is pol- 
luted isa remnant of a silly superstitious 
and intoierant spirit entirely out of keeping 
with the practical good sense of ourtime. A 
few reflections will illustrate the case clearly. 

1. A tax on alcohol is in the nature of a 
fine, and to a certain extent repressive. If 
whisky-drinking ought to be suppressed al- 
together, it is certainly desirable that it 
should be discouraged as much as practica- 
ble. A tax on whisky is one of the most 
practical means for repressing the consump- 
tion thereof. If prohivition is not practica- 
ble, as was admitted, it is practicable to tax 
liquor, and thereby make it dearer to the 
consumer and reduce the extent of consump- 
tion. It is illogical and improper, therefore, 
for the religionist and prohibitionist, in the 
absence of the power to prevent the sale or 
the drinking of whisky, to refuse to lend 
their aid to a reduction in the amount of 
liquor to be sold and consumed. It is not 
edifying that a vody of well-meaning and in- 
fluential men should voluntarily become the 
allles of the dramsellers in favoring cheap 
whisky. 

2. If it be admitted that it would be desir- 
able for the General Government to dis- 
tribute $50,000,000 or $60,000,000 among the 
States and Territories, in proportion to the 
population, in order to guarantee the main- 
tenance of public schools everywhere 
throughout the country, and especially in 
the South, where education is so deplorably 
deficient, and to promote the cause of uni- 
versal intelligence, then the money might be 
appropriated to that end out of the Govern- 
ment revenues without stipulating that it be 
taken from the tax on whisky. The latter 
could be retained to pay Congress and its 
Chaplains, the courts, the army and navy, 
the civil list. and the numerous other items 
of Government expense. Or the revenues 
might all be placed in a large box, and the 
money drawn therefrom by a committee of 
clergymen which is to be devoted to educa-

provided that none of the “blood-money” 
frof{ the whisky tax should be given ta the 
schools rather than be donated by Congress 
to the liquor-dealers, 

8. A practical test of the sincerity of those 
clerical people who condemn the practice of 
taxing alcohol might be obtained through an 
expression of an opinion upon the proposi- 
tion to substitute the taxation of church p 
erty in lieu of the liquor-tax. Church-p 
erty is now exempt from taxation in all the 
States. There is property of considerable value 
in Cook County, owned by the Methodists, 
whieh pays no share of the money necessary 
for the support of the City or County Gov- 
ernments, or the public schools, and the 
maintenance of public order and safety. It 
may be assumed that the church property, if 
taxed at a fair valuation, would yield as much 
revenue as the present license-tax on saloons. 
If the ministers of this city who believe it 
to be a surt of alliance with the Devil to tax 
whisky are anxious to have the saloon-license 
system abolished, they may be able to. make 
some headway toward that object by advo- 
cating the taxation of church property as a 


substitute to make good the lost revenue | 


from liquor. Which one of the clergymen 
opposing the practice of taxing whisky as 
immoral will propose the tax@ion of church 
property, possibly including as an incidext a 
reduction of ministerial salaries, as a rem- 
ody? 

4. The theory that God curses money which 
the tax-coliector receives from the manu- 
facturer or seller of alcohol, and that it 
would be wicked to use it in the cause of 
mental instruction, is not only not demon- 
strable, but is really opposed to the modern 
system of exchange. For instance, it is pos- 
sible, and not at all unlikely, that the City 
Treasurer and the Treasurer of Dr. Fowler's 
church do business with the same bank. In 
that case, when Dr. Fowler receives a check 
tor his monthiy or quarterly salary, and goes 
to the bank to draw the y, It is Very possi- 
ble that he may be given the very same bills 
which some distiller has deposited for high- 
wines sold, or some saloonkeeper has re- 
ceived over his bar and paid into the City 
Treasury for a license-fee. Does Dr. Fowler 
lie awake nights worrying in the dread that 
some of this God-eursed money may pass 
into his hands? Or, ifehe actually knew 
that he had received some such money. 
would he refuse to buy school-books with it 
for his cltilaren? If not, then why does he 
protest against using similar money to edu- 
cate millions of poor children who will 
otherwise grow up in ignorance ? 

Those parsons should lose no time in re- 
vising their views on this subject. They can- 
not afford to act as allies of the whisky-lob- 
byists in Washington who are trying to de- 
teat Senator Logan’s National-Educational 
billin order to obtain ultimately a donation 
of $60,000,000 a year to the distillers and 
whisky-sellers. It is a good thing to restrict 
the sale of whisky by taxation, and also a 
good thing to promote arid extend popular 
education. The cavse of temperance, of 
virtue, of morality, of decency, and of ele- 
vated citizenship will be promoted by the 
utilization of the whisky tax, or a sum equal 
to the revenue derived therefrom, for the 
support of common schools, and the Meth- 
odist ministers should be among the first to 
advocate it.

THE ENGLISH CHANNEL SCARE. 

The proposition to build a submarine tun- 
nel between England and France is a serious 
one. The London Spectator deciares that it 
is perfectly feasible; more than this, that it 
has already attracted the attention of two 
groups of capitalists; and more than this 
even, that unless England or France inter- 
fere asa Government it will be built, aud 
England will no longer be isolated from the 
Continent. The situation has thrown the 
English people and the Government itself 
into a flurry of excitement, and they ure 
regarding the proposition very much as they 
would the offer to let loose a herd of lions in 
London or to present the Land League with 
dynamite ad Lib. 

‘Lhé opposition to the tunnel is so general 
and so fierce that itis almost amusing. The 
first argument made against it is the danger 
of invasion. Once the tunnel is constructed 
asmall body of troops could in an hour’s 
time seize the Engiish end and hold it until 
an army corps arrived, or in thirty hours an 
ironclad fivet and 10,000 picked troops could 
cross the channel and seize it, and allow the 
whole army of France to come through. It 
is evident the English fear such a contin- 
gency might occur, notwithstanding the 
fraternal hobnobbing of the two Powers at 
present in the administration of Egypt. The 
Spectator frankly owns that England in the 
past has made raids upon a foreign Capital 
in time of peace, and says: It was Pitt 
who ordered and Nelson who carried out the 
bombardment of Copenhagen ina time of 
peace, solely to avert the surrender of the 
Danish fleet to Napoleon, and why should 
we expect French Ministers and Generals to 
be more scrupulous than such men?“ 

Having imagined such a danger, it is even 
more a problem to the English how they will 
guard against it. There is no way of pla- 
cing obstacles in it which French skill would 
not svon remove. The only protection there- 
fore would beto blow up the tunnel with 
dynamite. But mines of this kind do not 
always work. Again, in case of alarm, the 
Premier might order its destruction upon 
insufficient evidence, and thereby destroy 
many millions of property and paralyze 
great trades, all for nothing. Suppose there 
were real danger suddenly brought to the at- 
tention of the Government. It would not do 
to wait several hours for the assembling of 
the Cabinet, as it would only take the 
French about one hour to come through, 
hence the Premier must have nerve enough, 
which Premiers seldom have, to order its 
destruction upon his own responsibility and 
thereby drown thousands of people in the 
dark. 

These are not the only possibilities of 
danger which appear to the shivering Spec- 
tator. The Irish wraith comes in sight, and 
the *‘ Banshee howls on the rafters,’’ It says: 


Consider, too, the danger of treachery, of the 
rusb on the tunnel being made by Irish ub- 
licans in league with the French while the wires 
of the telegraph were cut and ail swift commu- 
nication between Dover and London suddenly 
suspended. We velieve firmiy in English brav- 
ery when fairly cailed upon, but we do not pe- 
lieve in Sritish iaforiwmation, or in 1 — 
ee to destroy tok: Aap or swee * 

bat will be described as one of the won 
the world. Nobody would be to blame, but 8 
should be ali unready when the pass was seized. 


Turning the subject round and assuming 
that its fears are exaggerated, the Spectator 
is no happier. As the English people will 
never submit to a conscription except in case 
of most imminent danger, and as the channel 
is their only defense until they have a con- 
scription, England can never feel secure 80 
long as the channel can be crossed by a tun- 
nel with one end held by a foreign Power. 
Henee there would always remain the chance 
of an occupation of London, which, if it only 
lasted tweive hours, “ would destroy all 
credit, make all firms bankrupt, and leave 
traces of its pauperizing effects for half a 
century, besides compelling us todevote one- 
tenth of all the strength of each successive 
generation to military purposes. Conse- 
quentiy there could never be sincere peace 


with France, and every suspicious move | 
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that would hurt trade for years, 
These are only a few of the dangers from 
the tunnel which are conjured up by the En- 
glish, and the popular pressure is so great 
against it that the Gladstone Government 


will de very courageous if it allows the 


scheme to go von, ‘There is a suggestion 
which the Spectator might have made, how- 
ever, very pertinent to the case. 80 far as 
mere rapid locomotion is concerned, that is 
not a matter of much consequence, since 
even thirty hours between Dover and Calais 
is a much greater security to England, whose 
strength lies in her isolation, than one hour 
would be. The desire of capitalists to spec- 
wiate is not worthy of consideration. The 
only other reason for constructing the tunnel 
is to gave travelers the inconvenience of sea- 
stekness. This might be avoided to a large 
extent by the construction of better boats. 
Were the channel in American hands the 
miserable tubs which are used to transport 
passengers across the channel would soon 
te taken off, and first-class boats, specially 
arranged to prevent seasickness, would take 
their places. Something of this kind would 
obviate the necessity of a tunnel and all the 
consequent dangers which are now agitating 
the British public.

MINISTER MORTON AND THE PERU- 
VIAN COMPANY. 

The Hon. Levi F. Morton, head of the 
banking firm vf Morton, Bliss & Co., ex- 
Congressman from New X ork, Mr. Conkiling’s 
candidate for Secretary of thé Treasury, and 
at present United States Minister to France, 
is the only gentleman thus far whose identi- 
fication with the Shipherd speculation seems 
to rest upon substantial ground, It is gen- 
erally conceded that Shipherd’s lavish use of 
prominent names was without authority, 
though ex-Secretary Blaine is the only pub- 
lic man who can point to explicit condemna- 
tion of Shipherd’s course. But Minister 
Morton appears to have been willing to use 
his official influence in behalf of the Peru- 
vian Guano Company’s interest in consid- 
eration of a contract awarding his bank- 
ing firm (Morton, Bliss & Co.) a monopoly of 
the sale of guano and nitrates in this coun- 
try anda commission of 5 per cent on the 
gross sales. It may be admitted that the 
banking firm had a perfect right to enter into 
a business contract of this kind, but there 
are other circumstances which warrant the 
conclusion that Mr. Morton, the head of the 
firm, was expected to procure the interfer- 
ence of the United States Government ip be- 
half of the Peruvian Company, and actually 
made an effort in that direction. 

lt appears that the contract described was 
negotiated in Paris, where Mr. Morton is 
living as a representative of the American 
Government. It eppears also to have been 
stipulated that in case the United States 
Government should fail to mediate between 
Chili and Peru, or to secure a recognition of 
the rights and privileges claimed by the Pe- 
ruvian Company, the contract should become 
null and void. It appears further that Min- 
ister Morton, in his official capacity, actually 
proposed to President Grévy, of the French 
Republic, a union between France and the 
United States for the protection of French 
and American interests in Peru, and that he 
was reproved by Secretary Blaine for sug- 
gesting an entangling alliance with a Eurv- 
pean Power. These facts, which seem to be 
sufficiently supported by published docu- 
ments, indicate that the desired interference 
of the United States Government was the 
main inducement fog the Peruvian Company 
to give Morton, Bliss & Co. the control of 
the guano and nitrate sales in the United 
States and a Marge commission thereon, and 
that Mr. Morton, so understanding the case, 
endeavored to use his position to carry out 
the condition, thus committing a scandalous 
outrage upon the high oe he holds. 


What steps, if any, will be taken dy the 


Administration to probe this matter to the 
bottom and defend the good name of the 
Government from the disgrace Mr. Morton 
seems to have brought upon it have not yet 
been announced. ‘The case furnishes new 
evidence, however, that the country was fort- 
unate in escaping from Mr. Conkling’s dic- 
tation in regard to the Treasury Depart- 
ment, as it was in the late President Gar- 
field’s resistance to other Conkling move- 
ments. The revelation seems also to point 
to the probability that, while the Shipherd 
scandal was first brought to light with the 
purpose of injuring Mr. Biaine, it will prove 
to be a boomerang and bring confusion and 
dismay in he Stalwart” camp. 


PENSIONING MEXICAN WAR SOLDIERS. 

The apparently innocent resolution which 
Mr. Ingalls introduced in the National Seu- 
ate declaring that the Arrears-of-Pensions 
bill ought not to be repealed assumed a 
serious meaning in consequence of the 
amendments proposed to it. Two of the ex- 
Confederate Senators desired to add to it, as 
the sense of the Senate, that bills ought to 
be enacted granting pensions “to soldiers of 
the Mexican and Indian wars who are 
needy or were disabled in the line of their 
duty.” The language of these amendments 
was purposely left indefinit. It is difficult to 
suy precisely what an Indian war 18. Skir- 
mishes in the backwoods have been dignified 
by that title. The so-called Black Hawk war 
existed mainly in anticipation, It did not 
take place according to program. Yet, under 
the terms of this resolution, every soldier 
who volunteered for service in that war 
would be entitled to a pension if he could 
say he needed it. Abraham Lincoln, if he 
were living, would be entitled to a pension 
under such a bill, though he continually 
made light of his military experience, and 
evidently had no great opinion of the Black 
Hawk war itself. How many other such 
wars it might be possible to diseover in Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, Georgia, and Florida, if a 
diligent search were instituted, we have no 
means of knowing, but there is no doubt 
that the number of them would be consid- 
erable if all the survivors were to be pen- 
sloned. 

The objeetibnable part of the amendment, 
so far as it related to the Mexican war, was 
the provision that “the needy” soldiers of 
that war ought to be admitted to the pension- 
rolls. As both the Senators from Connecticut 
well remarked, “ Needy” is a vague and 
elastic term.. The condition of being needy 
is a relative one. A Senator of the United 
States who has a family dependent upon him 
and no means of support but his salary may 
be looked upon as needy. The number of 
ex-soldiers of the Mexican war who are not 
needy enough to take a pension if they can 
get itis comparatively small. The passage 
of such a bill would have the effect to pen- 
sion all ex-soldiers of the Mexican war. 
This was the object aimed at by the resolu- 
tion. It was intended to commit the Senate 
to a policy ot pensioning all the survivors of 
the Mexican and Indian wars without regard 
to injuries received or not received by them 
in the line of their duty. 

All the soldiers of the Mexican war who 
were wounded or disabled in consequence of 
disease contracted in the field are now eligi- 
ble to pensions. The only exceptions to this 
rule are those Mexican veterans who en- 
gaged in the Rebellion, and have not applied 
to have their disabilities removed. No private 
soldier of the Contederate army is disquali- 
fied from drawing his Mexican-war pen- 
sion if he ever was entitled to one, but those 
officers, civil and military, who have re- 
fused to avail themselves of the amnesty

The great interest taken by the Southern 
Senators and many Northern Republicans 
in the various propositions to pension 
all the survivors of the Mexican and 
Indian wars indicates that independent 
measures looking to these ends will 
have an excellent chance of passing. 
Most of the Mexican war veterans are 
now living in the South. The Senators from 
‘Texas are particularly concerned about them; 
but the Senators from IIlinols, Kansas, and 
some other States seem to have an equal de- 
gree of interest in the granting of these pen- 
sions. It is almost incredible, with the ex- 
perience of the Arrears-of-Pensions act in 
mind, and in view of the large sums that it 
is taking out of the National Treasury, that 
Senators can be found so rash and improvi- 
dent as to advocate another leap in the dark 
in the same general direction. Senator Platt, 
of Connecticut, desired to put on record his 
prediction that if general pension laws were 
adopted for the benefit of all the survivors of 
the Mexican and Indian wars, the sum taken 
out of the Treasury thereunder would be 
not less than $100,000,000. Whether these 
predictions are within the mark or not the 
country may soon have the opportunity of 
judging.

THE FLOODS. 

The warmest winter on record bids fair to 
be the wettest. While there has not been 
much suffering from cold and blizzards have 
not wrought their usual mischief, rain has 
taken their place and caused more damage 
than both could do combined. Cold waves 
from Manitoba have not pinched us with 
their freezing blasts nor have walls of snow 
blocked transportation, but with less fury 
and bluster the continuous falling rains in 
the Valleys of the Ohio and Mississippi, and 
even as far east as the Delaware and as far 
southwest as the Rio Grande, have raised the 
rivers until they have become swelling floods, 
sweeping everything before them and extend- 
ing miles inland from either bank. 

The first reports of floods seem to have“ 
come from Texas, over a month ago, where 
it had been rainung for two or three weeks. 
The Trinity River was the first to get upon 
the rampage. The Brazos River next fol- 
lowed. Great damage was caused, and for a 
time all railroad trains had to be abunduned. 
The floods then abated, but at last accounts 
another storm had commenced in the Valley 
of the Rio Grande, with prospects of still fur- 
ther havoc from the booming rivers. 

The most serious loss, however, has been 
occasioned in the Mississippi Valley, or that 
portion of it extending from Memphis to 
Vicksburg. For nearly four weeks the plant- 
ers on the Arkansas and Mississippi shores 
have been Battling the waters, which have 
been steadily gaining upon them until the 
ordinary channel of the river has expanded 
into a vast sheet-of water, extending fifteen 
miles on either bank into the interior, and 
completely inundating six of the | cot- 
ton- growing counties in those States. 
Barns and houses have been swept 
away: the levees are broken in every 
direction. Cattle and hogs have been drowned 
by hundreds. Horses and mules are suffer- 
ing for food. The poor are in danger of 
starvation. Eighteen of the finest planta- 
tions near Memphis are under water. The 
worst is not yet, for the pitiless rains con- 
tinue to fall. Even the well-protected 
cities like Helena, Memphis, and Vicksburg 
are rapidly getting under water, and the re- 
sult of all this inundation will be to prevent 
any planting this season in one of the richest 
districts of the South. St. Louis bade fair 
to escape, but on Sunday morning a rainfall 
commenced, and continued for thirty-six 
hours, resulting in ohe of the most remark- 
ably heavy downpours ever known, and rais- 
ing the river so rapidly that merchandise was 
swept from the docks almost before it could 
be reached for removal, trains have had to be 
abandoned, and all the lower parts of the 
city and its neighbor opposit are submerged. 

The rains which have helped to swell the 
volume of the Mississippi have not been idle 
in the Valley of the Ohiv, and that river is not 
behind the Father of Waters in its rapid rise 
and overflow. The Ohio and Licking Rivers 
hold Cincinnati and Covington almost at 
their mercy. Trade is at a standstill. Man- 
ufacturing industries are stopped, leaving 
over 20,000 workmen out of employment. 
Hundreds of families have been driven from 
their homes. Large quantities of merchan- 
dise Rave been ruined, At Louisville it is 
the same story. All the way from Louisville 
to Pittsburg the tributaries of the Ohio are 
on the rampage, and insignificant little 
creeks have become respectable rivers, 

The damage, however, is not confined to 
the Ohio and Mississippi Valleys. In the 
Eastern States the rivers are beginning to 
rise. In Virginia, the Appomattox is over 
its banks, and all through Central and South- 
ern Illinois and Central Indiana every creek 
and river is on the rampage doing its best to 
work destruction. Where it is not raining, it 
appears to be snowing; and where it is not 
either raining or snowing, it is cloudy and 
getting ready to do one or the other. By the 
weather reports, the only part of the country 
in sunshine is the far Northwest, while Old 
Probabilities dismally concludes his specula- 
tions: The Ohio and Mississippi Rivers wil! 
continue rising.” Chicago .meanwhile, 
whose claims as a summer-resort have never 
been disputed, has now successfully estab- 
lished a new claim as a winter-resort also, by 
having the best weather there is in the coun- 
try.

THE MAYOR AND THE GAMBLERS. 

In giving his explanation of the past his- 
tory of gambling in the city the Mayor says 
that some of his predecessors had either en- 
deavored to stop gambling or had pretended 
to make the endeavor, and that he had 
“found their endeavors had been futile.” 
In this Mayor Harrison is knowingly mis- 
taken. Public gaming, such as has been in 
operation during the last three years, had 
been suppressed. ‘There were no gambling- 
houses wide open to the public, with run- 
ners out coaxing people to walk in and have 
a free drink and lunch. And thus thousands 
of young men are inveigied into these dens, 
and a taste for gaming is formed. and a habit 
is established that is almost impossible to 
cure; and thus multitudes of our young men 
are on the road to ruin by visiting these open 
“regulated” sinks of iniquity. Under 
former Mayors, wherever there was gam- 
bling going on it had to be done in secret— 
behind triple-barred doors and in rooms with 
patent escapes for flight, and no person was 
admitted save by countersigns known to the 
trade, or strangers personally indorsed and 
vouched for by some capper of the fraternity. 
lt became so unsafe that no person not 
a professional gambler or an employé of the 
house would take the risk of being “ pulled” 
by the police as an Inmate of one of these il- 
legal establishments. So severe was the po- 
lice prosecutio#t that gambling had ceased to 
be profitable in Chicago. The most exten- 
sive gambling done here was by the profes- 
sionals among and thesa con- 
tests added nothing to the profits of the gen- 


tion will satisfy the public, It won’t answer 
to pretend to enforce the law, and turn 
round and say: “I told you gambling could 
not be refurmed by law.” The Mayor’s no- 

tice that the law shall be enforced must be 
followed in good faith by vigorous action. 
It will not do to order the police to make a 
visitation, and then have the houses to be 
„pulled“ notified in advance of the intended 
raid of the police. Any action of this kind 
will place the city authorities in contempt. 
Gamblers must not be permitted to purchase 
exemption from arrest, as has been done in 
past days of police corruption. Better leave 
things as they are than resort toa feeble, or 
insincere, or hypocritical effort to execute 
the law. What other Mayors have done 
through the efforts of other police officers 
Mayor Harrison carnow do with the means 
at his hand. Where there is a will there is 
a way. 

The city ordinance states that no person 
shall keep or maintain in any house within 
the corporate limits any gambling-table or 
other device for gaming with money, 
liquor, or other thing of value, under a pen- 
alty of $100 for each offense; and no person 
shall deal, play, or engage in any game of 
chance, as banker or player, under a pen- 
alty of $10 for vach offense. 

The same ordinance provides that it is the 
duty of all members of the police force to 
give information to the Mayor of each house 
where gaming is carried on, atid shail take 
all lawful means to suppress such gaming; 
and for this purpose, when any of them shall 
have reuson to believe that such gaming is 
maintained, he shall obtain a warrant from 
some Justice charging the same and author- 
izing him to enter such house; he shall be 
authorized to demand entry therein, and such 
persons who shall refuse to open the doors 
shall be subject to a penalty of not less than 
$25 for each offense. All inmates of such 
gaming-houses may be arrested and fined, and 
it is made the duty of the police to seize and 
destroy all tables and other gaming instru- 
ments found in such gaming-houses, 

If the Mayor enters upon this business with 
the conviction that he cannot execute the 
law, and he frankly says that he so believes, 
and with the expectation thata few months 
hence he will be able to point to the failure 
of the law as proof that he was right and 
everybody else was wrong, and with the pur- 
pose of then exclaiming, I told you so; we 
must fall back on my system of regulating,” 
then the Mayor will make a sad mistake for 
himsetf, for the public, and for the gamblers. 
No offense is so odious to public sentiment, 
and none so provocative of public indigna- 
tion and resentment, as the connivance, sup- 
posed or real, between a public officer charged 
with the execution of the laws and a confed- 
eration of criminals. 

lf the Mayor enters into this business to 
show that the law cannot be executed, and 
that his executionor non-execution of the law 
is intended to establish the fact that all ef- 
forts to suppress gambling and gambling- 
houses must be failures, then the Mayor has 
undertaken a job tull of peril to himself, and 
whieh can only end in his disastrous defeat. 
Public opinion demands that gambling ag 
now carried on in this city shall be broken 
upand suppressed. The law has conferred 
upon the Mayor and police the legal power to 
do this. It has the right to demand that it be 
done. In his efforts tothis end Mayor Har- 
rison will have the undivided support of the 
whole people. If he fail, the failure will be 
his own, and for that failure he will be held 
personally responsible, and no equivocation 
concerning his own opinions on the subject 
will be tolerated or accepted as an excuse for 
that failure.

STEVE HURLBUT. 

A REMINISCENCE OF WAR TIMES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Feb. 21.—Now that Gen. S. A. 
UHuribut is so commonly mentioned in con- 
nection with the magnificent Peruvian 
scheme that Shipherd endeavored to engi- 
neer through, the follov ng is of unusual 
interest: In the winter of 1864 Gen. 8. 
A. Hurlbut was the Major-General in 
command of the Department of the 
Gulf, with his headquarters at New Orleans, 
and Col. Harai Rubinson was acting as his 
Provost Marshal-General. On the 18th of 
December there came down the Mississippi 
the steamer Scioto with a cargo of 336 bales 
of cotton, Cotton. owing to the existence of 
the Civil War and the blockade of the South- 
ern ports, was immensely valuable, and the 

cargo of the Scioto was 
WORTH A SMALL FORTUNE. 
The owners had a permit from the President 
to pass the Scioto without molestation. On 
the arrival of the steamer at New Orleans, 
however, she and her cargo were seized by 
Col. Robinson, and Gen. Haribut is- 
sued a special order directing that the cotton 
should be disposed of by giving some 
of it to the owners, and the rest to O. N. Cut- 
ler, the United States purchasing agent, and 
that the owners should give bonds for their 
appearance. The bonds were given by them. 
On or about Dec. 21, in the @vening, aud, in 
the simple language of the narrative before 
us, “after office hours,“ the owners 
CALLED ON ROBINSON 
at his dwelling, and showing him the papers 
authorizing the shipment of the cotton asked 
him what he thought of that permit.“ He 
told them that he thought it a sweep- 
ing one; that “it covered all the 
ground.” They answered that notwith- 
standing their permit the cotton on the Scioto 
had been seized and detained and themselves 
put under bonds. Col. Robinson expressed 
wonder at this, and asked how it could 
be.” They answered that the permit was of 
no use unless signed by the Major-General 
commanding the department. He asked 
them if they had presented it to the 
General commanding. They said yes, and it 
had been refused. Hethen advised them to 
go to Gen. Canby, who commanded the mili- 
tary division west of the Mississippi, and 
show the permit to him. They replied, 
“You know 
THAT IS USELESS 

by the very order which put us under bond. 
It states by order of the General command- 
ing the military division west of the Missis- 
sippi.” They further said they were satisfied 
that it could not be done except by 
money; that money was wanted, and 
that they were willing to pay most 
liberally to have it signed; that that would 
cover and release the cotton. They said they 
would pay $10,000 to have the permit in- 
dorsed and their cotton released. He then 
told them to leave the permit with him and 
he would see about it. The next day the 
Colonel went to see Gen. Hurlbut, taking the 
permit with him, and told him that the 
owners of the cotton wished to have it signed. 
Gen. Hurlbut simply suid, Les; 1 have 
seen this permit before. 1 have refused to 
sign it.“ 

Robinson remarked, General, these men 
have offered a large amount of money to get 
the permit indorsed. 


THERE’S MONKY IN IT.” 


On hearing these familiar words the Gen- 
eral took the permit and ‘* perused it care- 
fully,” and finally said that there must first 
be a certificate from the special agent of the 
Treasury Department that the proper bonds 
had been filed. The certificate had already 
been signed and was immediately produced 
by the owners, on which Gen. Hurlbut made 
upon the permit the following indorse ment: 


PPARQOA RINGS DEPARTMENT GuLF. Dec. 23, 
1864.—The above executive order will be obeyed 
d by all military officers within this 


On that day or the next the owners handed 
Robinson “at his dwelling” $5,000, but he 
returned it, saying that he preferred to re- 
ceive it through the Special Treasury Agent, 
Denison. The next morning Denison 

HANDED HIM AN ENVELOPE 
with $5,000 in it, “out of which Robinson 
took $2,000 or 83,000 and gave it to Gen. 
Hurlbut, and laid away the balance in the 
Provost-Marshal-General’s office.“ Gen. 
Huribut thereupon issued an order releasing 
the cotton, as follows:

AN INSANE ABYLUM 
PARTIALLY DESTROYED BY Fire. 
Svecial Dispatch co The ORMcaeo Tribune. 

New Yorn, Feb. 21.—The upper portion of 
Kings County Insane Asylum, which is lo- 
cated at Flatbush with several of the other 
county institutions, was diseovered to be on 
fire about 6o’clock this morning. The 
tors and keepers, as well as those emp! 
about the place, hastened to various parts of 
the building, and succeeded in gathering the 
inmates together and driving them into the 
yard below. The fire department ot thetown 
was totally unable to cope with the fierce 
element, owing to the lack of water and the 
rapid progress of the flames. Brooklyn 
engines were sent to the scene, and 
finally g@ucceeded in getting the flames under 
control aad thereby saved what it was feared 
would prove a disastrous fire. During the 
progress of the fire, which at one time threat- 
ened to destroy the entire building, some of 
THR LUNATICS BECAME GREATLY BXxcrTreD, 
yellung and shouting. At one time they be- 
came almost uncontrollable. They danced, 
and howled, and pranced, and grinned as 
they saw the flames break outof the win- 
dows, putting their keepers to the direst 
straits to prevent a panic. A number of the 
more harmless were allowed to go about 
the grounds, and these watched the fire 
and smoke until the flames were under con- 
trol. Steam fire-engines seemed to have a 
fascination far them, and, with two or three 
exceptions, they made no attempt to 
wander away. In the excitement and con- 
fusion an old man, a paralytic, was left in 
his room, and was no doubt suffocated by the 
smoke before the flames reached him. This 
is the oniy patient, so far as known, that is 
lost, and the doctors say that last nigfit he 
was so low they did not expect he would 
survive until morning. When the fire was 
finally extinguished it was found that the 
upper floor of the east wing of the building 
had been entirely burned. A man named 

GEORGE FORAN, > 
one of the firemen of the New Lots Fire 
Department, who went to assist at the fire, 
and who was on a ladder, slipped from his 
perch and was instantly killed. In the bulld- 
ing at the time of the fire were one child, 333 
males, and 489 femaies—in all, 828 patients, 
In the wing that was burnt there were 
175 patients, and in Wards Nos. 8 
and 9, which were entirely gutted, 
‘twenty-seven patents were housed. During 
the excitement some attendant who lost his 
head opened the back gate of the inclosure, 
and five or six of the patients escaped. Two 
of these men have since been captured by the 
Brooklyn Police Department. The wing 
which was burned was built about twelve 
years ago, at a cost of about $35,000, and will 
require at least $30,000 to restore it. 
THOMAS HASSRETT, 

a patient, a young wan 27 years of age, was 
either suffocated or died from fright, which 
the physicians cannot state. The bed on 
which he lay was lifted and borne out of the 
building to a place of safety, and when de- 
posited by its carriers Hassett was alive, but 
breathing faintly.  .Restoratives were at 
once administered, but in a few minutes after 
his removal he expired. 


BURNED COTTON, 
A WAREHOUSE COMPLETELY GUTTED. 
Specia! tek to The Chicage Tribune. 

New Torf Feb. 21.—The cotton storage 
warehouse of Thomas Kane & Sons, at the 
foot of Bank street, this city, was burned 
out tonight. In the building were nearly 
3,000 bales of cotton, much of it what is 
known as big cotton—that is, uncompressed 
and bulky bales—so that there were only a 
few narrow alleys on each floor, and they 
were dangerous to thread in the thick, suf- 
focating smoke. Great difficulty was expe- 
rienced in getting the iron shutters open so 
as to get water on the flames. In spite of 
the quantity of water poured into the ware- 
house the fire appeared to thrive under it, 
and 

CREPT THROUGH THE ENTIRE BUILDING, 
eating down through the densely-packed 
cotton to the ceiling of the first floor. Above 
this point everything was ablaze at 8:30, and 
in several places the fire had reached the floor 
of the first story. At this time eight streams 
were being poured on the fire from the build- 
ing’s roof, and a four-way butt in Thirteenth 
avenue was doing good service. As the 
shutters burst in water was poured into the 
windows, and at9 o’clock the flames were 
first held in check, and the insurance-men, 
who had counted ona total loss, began to 


make 
ESTIMATES ON SALVAGE. 


Quite unexpectrdly the wall stood on every 
side, although bulged in some places, but 
the roof went awayin brands until it was 
entirely destroyed. At 10 o’clock the fire 
was fully under control. The estimates of 
the loss contemplate a salvage of one-fifth. 
This will make the loss on the cotton $160,- 
000. The damage to the building may be put 
down at $15,000, so that the total loss will be 
$175,000. It is said that it is fully covered by 
insurance. Thomas Kane, the lessee of the 
building, said that there were between 2,600 
and 2,700 bales of cotton stored there. Most 
of them belonged to Lehman Brothers, 
Robert Rowantraa & Co., Murchison & Co., 
aud Hiram Pool.

A VERY PECULIAR METHOD OF DOING BUSI-

I., and, after depositing those drafts 
in the banks here, would check against 
them immediately. It is claimed that an 
agreement existed between Smith and the 
Donkirk parties that they would honor his 
drafts to an amount not exceeding $20,000 at 
one time, and that the bank in turn would 
draw on Smith, who would be prepared to 
meet the drafts by the time they got here 
from Dunkirk. The Lake Shore Banking 
Company was 
PAID FOR THE USK OF ITS CREDIT. 

In consequence of this arrangement drafts 
for large and small amounts had been pass- 
ing between Smith and Dunkirk for several 
years, and thelr aggregate amount would 
probably reach nearly $1,000,000. All of them 
had been promptly paid up to last Saturday. 
On that day, for some reason unknown to 
Mr. Smith, the Dunkirk banking institution 
refused to receive the drafts, but protested 
them instead. These drafts having been de- 
posited in the banks in this city, mostly in 
the Fourth National, and the amounts 
checked, Mr. Smith found himseif unable to 
make good his bank account, and the protest 
becoming known, his creditors refused him

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 21.—The African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion Cuurct of this city has 
been very uofortunate during the past two years 
with the occupants of ber pulpit.

coarms overcame him, and alas! he succumbed, 

and sad was the fall and dire the con- 
seguences thereof. The husband of his 
inamorata had him arrested for 
the seduction of bis wife, and 
his troubies began. After this public exposure 
of course he could uot be longer retained by the 
churen to contaminate the sisters of the fold.

The centennial anniversary of Henry Grattan’s 
Deciara don of I and our own Wasu- 
ington's Birthday were celebrated last evening by 
a large meet mg under the auspices of the Eiguth 
Ward Land League at tne West Tweiftn Street 
Turner- Hall. The hall was decorated with Amer- 
ican and emblematical Irish flags, and above the 
stage was suspended Father McNulty’s cele- 
brated speech on “ Land, the common property 
for all.“ 

After an overture py Roddy's orchestra, Mr. 
J. A. Corbett, the President of the Eighth Ward 
Land League, introduced Father Dorney. who, as 
Chairman of the meeting. was down on the pro- 
gram for the Opening address. Father Dorney 
made a short address, in which he protested 
that, despite his calling, be was 

A MAN OF WAR, NOT OF PEACE, 
whenever Ireland'e wrongs were mendoned. 
He had recently returned from a visit to Mex- 
ico, and even there, where he least expected 
such a thing. be found that the names most 
dearly revered were those of the mea who bad 
aided in freeing Mexico froma foreign yoke. 
He thought it was the same all the world over. 

Mr. John F. Scanlan read a letter from T. P.

The Lite Cliffe Leslie, Whe Died Re- 
cently in Beifast, Ireland. 

News has come by mail of the death on Jan. 
27, in Belfast, Ireland, of Thomas Edward Cliffe 
Leslie, of London, the well-known writer on 
subjects of legal, mural, and economic interest. 
He was a thinker of more than usual power, a 
close student, and a graceful and successful 
writer. Ouesdons ot economics and law early 
attracted his pen, and he was specialiy interest- 
ed ia their relations with each otuer, but his 
methods were not those of the ola schools. He 
was a descipie of Sir Henry Maine, in the h- 
torical school, so calied, and a diligent adversary 
of the old-fashioned orthodox ists as 
represented by Ricurdo and Mill. The deduct-

AMUSEMENTS. 


The Beethoven Society’s Concert at Cen- 
tral Music- Hall. 

To enabie the public to become familiar with 
all that is good and valuable in music is one of 
the legitimate functions of purely musical or- 
ganizations. Were the reading of history re- 
stricted to a perusal and a reperusal of the 
events of one century alone, bowever stirring 
and important those events might be in them- 
selves, the reader would soon grow weary and 
giacly turn from bistory to something else for 
relief and change. 80, too, in Art; no stu- 
dent or layman would be content to be confined 
to the work of any single school, of any one 
master, or any short period. Each new develop- 
ment awakens a fresh interest and re- 
invigorates the dormant love for the 
study itself, Works may be immortal, 
but their daily iteration would soon 
render them infernal. Harmonies which seem 
to find their origin in heaven-born inspiration 
become but “ cloying sweetness if unrelieved 
at intervals by other, although possibly less in- 
spired, material. Progress is the rule in every- 
thing. It will not do to rest content with what 
has been already done. The public demands 
that it shall be kept posted as to every new 
thought, as to every new movement, as to each 
new work, and thus be enabled to follow for 
itself the historical development of arts and 
sciences. The organizations which aid in the 
gratification of this general desire are entitled 
to the largest meed of popular approval and to 
the especial gratitude of the student and 
specialist. In presenting a work never before 
heard here the Beethoven Society acted wisely 
and well. The selection was an admirable one 
demanding more than a single heartng for a full 
appreciation of its manifoid beauties. Of the 
manner of its interpretation we shall have more 
to say further on, “The Crusaders” is the 
work of a living composer and of one entitled to 
high rank although but very little known, and 
this is, we believe, the fifst performance of any 
of bis works in this city. Niels Wilhelm Gade is 
a Vanish composer, burn at Copenhagen in 1812. 
the son of & maker of musica! instruments. He 
commenced the study of music with a teacher 
who preferred mechanical industry to talent, 
and with him Gade learned a little about guitar, 
violin, and pianoforte without accomplisbing 
much. He afterwards entered the royal orches- 
tra at Copenbagen us violinist, and in that prac- 
tical school attained that rare degree of 
mastery in instrumentation which his pub- 
ications show from the first. Through 
his “Ossian” overture, which was crowned in 
1841 with the prize awarded by the Copenbagen 
Musicai Union, ne received a royal stipend to

ages. His work is divided into three parts. First 


comes a short introduction, preiuding the 
chorus of the crusaders in the desert. This 
n a quiet melody taken piano, with a 
rhythm suggestive of the weary movement 
of the tired warriors as they cross the barren 
waste on their journey to the Holy Land. As 
they bemoan their lost members and their toil- 
some journey, Peter the Hermit, their dauntless 
leader, inspires them with new courage. cheers 
them to persevere, and mildly chides them for 
their fainthearteaness, Peter's solo is spirited 
and lively, in marked contrast with the despair- 
ing tone of the first chorus. Rinaldo then speaks 
up, and promises for his followers devotion to 
their sacred cause. A stirring martial meiody 
for Rinaldo follows, answered by one of the 
Hoest choruses in the cantata, the Crusader’s 
song: 
To war! God wills it; up. arouse thee! 

After this comes a recitative by Peter, sung 
softiy,and the first part ends with a solo and 
cavrus fur Peter and che Crusaders. 

The second part—“ Armida is probably the 
most beautiful of all. The solos of Armida, the 

striving to detain Rmaldo, the hero, 
and to turn him from bis duty. contain the prin- 
Cipal themes around which are grouped beauti- 
ful choruses, After a snort introduction by the 
reeds and strings together a weird and piayful 
chorus taken putnissimw with the parts alteruat- 
ing preludes the appearance of Armida aud 
her sireus. Armida bas a rich melody ful) of 
beauty and dignity, in wich she announces her 
intention of using ber charms to win Rinaldo. 
The violins take up the air, which is repeated, 
first, by Rinaldo, and then by the chorus of 
sirens, and finally comesa duett and chorus be- 
tween Armida, Rinaldo, and the Sirens, in which 
is embodied much of the finest work of the 
piece, and the second part ends with Rinaidu’s 
triumph over temptation and a final recitative, 
in whieh Armida eives up the contest. 

The third and last pert describes the march to 
Jerusalem and the tinal triumph. The intro- 
duevion and opening chorus by the Crusaders is 
andante religivso, passing suddenly to a spirited 
tempo in tile f 

“ Hark! Sound of borns, so loud and clear; 

Up, soldiers! Haste and urm you.” 

Then comes a penitential song by Kinaldo and 
the * March Past of the Piigrims.”’ a fae sample 
of admirable instrumentation. The last number 
is a solo and chorus, allegro marzull, by Peter 
and the Crusaders, ending with the loud Hosan- 
na and song of victory. The cantata is pot a 
long one—not over an hour and three- 
quarters—and displays a retined sense of 
symmetry, of harmonious coloring and 
delicate sentiment, which is one of the 
characteristics of Gade's compositions. His 
themes, if rarely vigurous or passionate, are 
never without some charm of line or color. The 
peculiar beauty of tais work may be traced to 
ite alternating repose and fire, and the perfec- 
tion of its instrumentation. The impression 
made op a rst hearing was unusually favor- 
able. 

We have left ourselves but little space to 
speak of the soloists of the evening. Mrs. Lena 
Hastreiter-Schoonhoven sang the music of the 
part of Armida, Her voice is a strong mezzo- 
soprano of great breadthand volume. Its lower 
tones are uuusually rich, while the upper notes 
are ringing and clear, sounding out above chorus 
and orchestra in coneerted work. Burring some 
peculiarities in enunciation tie chief solo in the 
second part was admirably phrased and sung. 80 
also the duet with Rinaldv. The only break was 
im the last phrase of the recitative, 

“ Magic worlds are sinking,” 

where the fingl high note was taken flat. 
Mrs. Schoonboven has a voice remarkable for 
purity and strength, well adapted for the rendi- 
tion of just this kind of music. Mr. Bischoff 
has a strong ringing tenor voice beard with more 
satisfaction in the tirst part than in the last. 
The upper notes are still clear and generaily 
true, but in the lower tones the voice broke 
badiy several times,and was far from satis- 
factory. It appeared to be boyond the owner's 
control, and was more than once deeidedly off 
the key. Prof. Gill took the part of Peter. In 
forte passages he gave the score an effective 
rendering, but his performance ean hardly be 
regurded as ucceptable. There is no sweetness 
in bis voice, and at times the enunciation was 
very indistinct. His first solo was his 
best work. Satisfactory work can never 
be expected from a picked-up orchestra, however 
good musicians individual members may be. 
Long-continued practice together is the only 
means of developing that unity of. action which 
is the primal source of orchestral strength. Mr. 
Wolfsohn is to be congrutulated for doing as 
well as he did with this part of the entefrtain- 
ment. The management of the hall did its ut- 
most to give every one present a free Turkish 
bath. The heat in the auditorium was intense, 
and ought to have been better regulated.

POWERS’ DESTRUCTIVE BILL. 


A dispatch from Washington in yesterday's

KANSAS PROHIBITION LAW. 


St. John a Hird in R. rrowed Plomage. 
Mew York Times. 
Tora, Kas., Feb. 18.—During the past 
twenty-one years, of since the State was ad- 
mitted into the Union, there bes been no time 
that a starting seqsation was not in order from 
Kansas; and last, but not least, among these 
sensations was the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment forbidding the manufacture or 
sale of liquor, except for medicinal, mecbanic- 
ul, or scentific purposes. This supposed ro- 
form measure wae not the result of an honest 
convicdon chat it would be enforced, but rather 
the evidence uf gross cowardice on the part of 
the Legisiature that submitted it to a vote of 
the people, anda further cowardice on the part 
of the newspapers and public speakers to dis- 
cuss the question before the people. Gov. St. 
Joon was no more responsibie for the submis- 
siou of that amendmeat to a vote of the pevpie 
than was a South Sea Islander, nor was there 
any sentiment in the State demand ur 
such a thing. And when our great and good 
Governor goes galivanting around over the 


country claiming that it is tne result of a great 
temperance reform movement he simply faisi- 
fies tne facts. 

Gov. St. John came to this State from Mis- 
souri, and walie practicing law in a little town 
n the eustern part of the State was elected to 
che State Senate, woere he did not distinguish 
nimself ether as an advocate of the cause of 
(em perance or un o.her supposed reform move- 
mont. dome tune atterward he suught the 
nomination of the Republican party fur Gov- 
ernor, but was defeuted. Two years later be bo- 
came a Candidate again against Gov. George T. 
Anthony, and by a compiere seli-out on the 
purt of Anthon was nominated. Col. John A. 
Martin, editor of the Atchisoa Unampion, was a 
candidate at the same time, and, although the 
choice of the people of che State, he lacked a 
few votes of having a ority of the conven- 
tion. After twelve or fifteen ballots bad been 
taken. an adjournment Was carried by the united 
vote of Anthony und St. John upon a very 
close vote. and altho St. John had only 
tifty or sixty votes in convenuon. At this 
time a bargain was made with Anthony, 
ind the next morning St. Juhn was nominated. 
Our temperance Goverpor has from time to 
ume made coercivn spedwues at various points 
in the State, but was , a recognized leader, 
eveo in this direction. r the session of the 
Leyisiature which submit the probibition 
amendm@nt to a vote of the le, a very 
strong 
Senator Hamlin, of Lyan County, and, after a 
careful counting of votes in the Senate, it was 
found that the bill would pass. At the last mo- 
ment some member proposed the submission of

CIVIL. SERVICE REFORM. 


Speech of Senator Dawes in Advoeser 
of His un Bili—A Vivid Portrayai of 
the Evils of the Spolis *ystem. 
“WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.— Mr. Dawes, by 

especial assignment, addressed the Senate today 
in favor of civil-service reform, his remarks be- 
lug made upon the reference of his bill provid- 
ing for entrance into and promotions in the 
civil serviee of the Government by competitive 
examination, which was taken upto enable bim 
to be beard upon it. 

Mr. Dawes bewan by calling attention to the 
general public anxiety for an improvement ju 
the methods of appointments to office, which be 
regurded as a boaltby sign. It is no cause for 
discouragement that men differ as to the means. 
The more urgent the necessity the less trouble 
diversity of plans will give. Everv Presidential 
elecuon is followed by perils which do not 
spring entirety from political methods, but are 
organic. The Nation bas outgrown its constitu- 
tional provisions fur the appointments of pub- 
lic servants. When the Government was found- 
ed it was easy cnouwh for the President to per- 
sonally direct the appointments. Now it isa 
very different thing. Theo loss than a thousand 
men were enouge to till all public places; now 
100,000 are necessary. But in addition to this or- 
ganic defect whieh practivally confers the power 
of making all these appointments upon the 
President, there are political complications 
which have come to play a most important part 
in the making of appointments. Offices have 
come to be regarded as spoils, and it follows that 
after each election a readjustment is necessary

r the work shall cost 838.000, % or 

the soundest principles of evouuomy 

— that it be dune. But there is no reasvun, 
or seuse, or justice in requiring that the city 
sbuli pay for the work dur the process of 
construcuon. Tu raise 5,0 % for this pur- 
pose durum the six years or more that would be 
required to complete the work, in addition to 
woat is required fur ocher municipal purpuses, 
would bean iatoterable burden. The present 
generation bas been terribly taxed foc the wur- 
debt, and bestes bas suffered uoparalicied loss 

y tire. Let the burden ve uppordoned aloug 

m among the godernuons that are to experi- 
ence the benent. The load waich would be teit 
witb crushing force if imposed upon a popula- 
tivo of half a million in half a dozen years will 
scarcely be feit atall if distributed over a period 
of Ofty years among a population .ncresas.ug in 
numbers durwg that period to more than two 
miluens and advaucmg in wealth in a stin 
greater ratio. To be sure, the construc- 
om of such a work «as cuntemplated, 
with tbe proper cupucity, Streagih, aud 
durability, would iniuediateiy eubance 
the value of all the real estate in tuis city tv ao 
uimounutin all probability mauy times greater 
than its cost, and tuus siodicate the wisdom of 
tue menusure at once trom a purely tinargcial 
pomtef view. Yet that, althougu a sufficient 
motive to spur us on to immedute action, would 
be no reason why posterity should not share the 
burden us well as the beuent. But to justify 
this mortgage upon tue resoutees of the future 
the work must be built to stand, and upon a 
scale of magnitude ci mmensurate wita the 
wuuts of the tuture. 

Now, there seems to be no feasible plan for 
raise tue nevessury funds except by borrow- 
ing. This could casily be done at the piesent 
ume on the credit of the city, on long-time 
buads, at a low rate of interest. But to do tas 
we must dave an umendment of the Constitua- 
tion. Not one by any means that would abolish 
the limitation upon municipal igdebteduess al- 
togeiver. Taat would ve nei ber p ‘acticavie 
nor desiruavm Lut au aweudment muak- 
img an excevtion in the case of a greut, 
necessary, and permanent work like the 
one now proposed. It is nut eusy to see why 
such an ameudment cannot be proposed by the 
Legisiature us provided in the article upon 
nmendments, and adepted by the people, if 
culled for by our citizeus, with that una mity 
which will certatly be felt when they come to 
understand the situation. It would be a matter 
uf no direct interest to any otber part of the 
State, and consequently uo seouon would have 
uny cause to oppose it. it Bas been suggested 
hat the proposed amendment shall inciude 
tue sewer question as well as that of! 
water supply. As these two questions are 
very intimately connected. so that toes solu, 
tiou must to a large eXteat be wurked out to- 
geuper, and as the plau in each cuse, whatever 
itmay be, outut to contemplate a permanent 
svluaon, and must requ re for eaco expendi- 
tures too large to be deirayed from the current 
revenucs, there would seceai to be munitest pro- 
priety in providing tor both these great and vec- 
essary Works iu the same proposed ameudwent. 
Ou thing is very certain. The time is rapidiy 

upproactbing when this city will dave take care 
uf its sewerage at home in some way. It is tuo 
much to expect that it wili aiwuys de allowed to 
betuul the natural water courses of the State 
with au ever-increasing volume of nastiness 
irom its sewers, cDanging these pure, heaithful 
currents into objects of joathing and diseust— 
changing them from a bDiessiwg tu a nuimunce 
and a curse. We sbdall learn at nod stant day 
that the towns and cities located along those 
streams buve riguts which we stall ve compelled 
to respect. There will be aspecal inducement 
for those secuons of the State that have suf- 
fered: frum the nuisance to lead us a belpimg 
hand in the proposed weasure fur its abatement. 
We may expect trum them something more 
thu a passive acquiescence in the proposed 
Change in the Constitucivn. 

With these twin necessities of our situaton 
wisely and permanently provided for, there 
would then be no vustacies apparently to the 
rapid prowress of our city ou its great career of 
wealth and prosperity, 

When should wae work be commenced? There 
are ine best Of reasons way it should be with the 
ast possible delay. If the question of the pro- 
pused amendment should be inciuded by the 
Governor in bis call lor au extra session of the 
Legisiature, which will probabiy be made fur 
the coming spring, and if the action of mat body 
should prove favorable, it still couid not well be 
submitted to the peupie fur their approval unt 
the November elecuion, so that it would be as 
lute as the sprint of 1883 before the work could 
De aciwuwlly commenced, even tovugn the ini- 
tintOry steys are tuken at once. To compiete 
the work on any plan hitherto suggested will 
require, in the opiulon of those best acquainted 
with the subject, at least six yeurs from its com- 
mencement, or unt 88h. It reguired more 
than three years to construct the present crib 
and tunnel. Is there any time to be wasted?

It is a receptacic of vast 
capacity, but it way be a grave question whetber 
the waters of Lake Miehgzun, or at least that 
portion of them woaich lave our shore, way vot 
in treme become so corrupted by the sewage as 
to be uit for any cleanly purposes. 

Besides, whut is a more serious consideration, 
we are liable to lose our present source of sup- 
ply altogether long before tu seven years shail 
Dave expired. Any measure of protection to 
the present crib, to be of service, must of 
course buve greater strength thau the crib - 
self. The masstve sea walis of stone sug- 
Kested by Mr. Waller, if constructed of the 
nevessary strength, must cost a large sum of 
mouey, and would then be necessarily only a 
temporary measure, since they could add nutb- 
ing to the capacity of the work as a souree of 
supply. Yet it may be prudent to meur that 
expense lest the supply be cut off altogether be- 
fore the new source shall be provided. 

The defects in the plan, construction, and lo- 
cu tion of the preseut crib have beeu repeatedly 
expiained in the public press. It is a pentagon 
or ive-sided structure in form, with perpendic- 
ular sides. It suuutd have been c.recular, or in 
the form of a truncated cone. The fact that it 
preseuts on each of its five s.desu perpendicular 
surtace about sixty feet iu length by forty in 
hight to the action of the waves and neids of 
ice gives to those forces an obvious advantage 
wach they would not have if the structure 
were conical in sbape. Again, the structure 
consists of au outer aud au inner wall of wood, 
paratiel with eacn other, twenty-live feetap tt. 
Che space between these walis is filled with loose 
stones thrown in promiscuocusly. The uecessa- 
ry consequence of the perpetual jar add concus- 
su caused by the waves is to produce a con- 
tinual settle of this mass of loose stones, 
thereby causing the walis to spread apart 
by the wedge-like force brought to beur 
upon them. The effect of this force had 
become so apparent that it was considered 
necessary more tban three years ago 
to bolt the walls together by passing steel bars 
acroas from one to the other. Of course, expe- 
dients of this sort to remedy a defect so radial 

n the original plan cau only temporarily delay 
the cutasirophe. The spaces should have been 
fiiied with solid masonry well laid. or with the 
best quality of cement, or both. Besides these 
faults tu the plan, the structure was made too 
weuk in all respects, and upon a Seale tov email 
to gesist for any considerable period the tre- 
m@idous forces that are continually beating 
aguinst it. 

in this connection I desire to refer to the lau- 
guage of our Mayor in an t[nterview held with 
him by Mr. Baldwin, as reported in Tag Cutca-

‘Lhe editorial comments on the foregoing in 
the same issue were in this wise: 

The Mayor's remarks concerning the insecurity of 
the crib are pot too Kron. Toat structure is,.w put 
it mid. in u very unseaworihy condiuion. If the 
warnings given by LHE TRIBUNE flour years ago hud 
not been heeded by the then city authorities Mere 
would be nos nocrib. The repairs then made upon 
the rickety structure put ic in such cundition that it 

ms been abie w pull throush tour more win ens. 
Whether it could sand auuther as severe us the last 
one is questionabdie. it Was badly located. It was put 
upon us deni The waves have cut under it ou une 
side und partly underwm.ned it. 

It is time to sound the alarm sufficiently to 
arouse pudlic attenuon toa proper appreciation 
of tne danger. The City Counce has not been 
derelict in its duty. But tbe e:ty is practically 
powerless to exeeute any adequate pian for 
want of egal authority to borrow the necessary 
funds. The rewedy is by amendment of the 
Coustituuen so as to confer the authority, aud 
(he proper steps to procure such au ameu ment 
should ve taken witnout delay.

SKOBELEFF. 


An Interview with the Bussian Gen- 
erai~The Famous Speech Which Has 
Made the German Kalser Sad aud All 
Teutonia Mad, 

Panis, Feb. 18.—In an interview with a rep- 
resentative of the Vollaire, Gen. Skobeleff. who 
is stopping at present in this vity, refused to dis- 
claim on jot or tittle of the anti-German senti- 
ments to which he gave utterance in bis famous 
speecd. 

„My position,” said the General, is an inde- 
pendent one. S0 long as I am summoned in the 
time of war, | care coghing for the rest. Yea, 1 
did say that Germany is the common enemy, 
and | repeat it. I believe that safety lies in the 
union of the Slavs with France. The European 
buiance of power must be re@stablisbed, or there 
will soon be only one power—Germany.” 

The General also told the interviewer that be 
had come to Paris entirely of bis own accord, 
and that, far trom being in disgrace, the Em- 
peror baud just bad a new ship named after him 
us a signal mark of favor. 

SKOLELEFP’s SPEECH. 

The following is the full text of the speech de- 
livered by Gea. Skobeletf: 

“We arein our generation living through a 
signiticant period, unexampled in history. Some 
ages ugo brute force governed all internauunal 
relagops; since then has tollowed an epocn of 
treaty-vbDii@ations, the observance of woicd in 
forw, wito their repudiation in the spirit, has 
been considered as a feat of the greatest states- 
mansuip. [Great sensation.) 

“In tbis age it has been bur lot to experience 
the fact Chat (ne stronger, to all appearance, of 
two Powers has established relations bused on 
bivod and iron, aud that m ght governs right. 
Gentlemen, it is most sign: fcant hal sue an 
viticial recoguition of illerulity, actually com- 
mitted, bad never vceurred iu cartier history. 

“Our iron times impose on our generation 
great patriotic obli@uuons. It is all (he moro 
sud to und in our midst so many unhealthy- 
unmuded Utoptaus forgetting that at such a pe- 
riod as the present the Urst duty of everyune Is 
to make every sacrivee fur the development of 
the powers of bis mother couutry. 

“if mutual distrust in private affairs is nat- 
urally opposed to our sympatbies, it snould be 
remembered. gentiemen, that, on the other 
band, au extreme mistrust of everything kor- 
eign, and cupable of disturbing the legal his 
torical ideals of the Fuiberiand, is au obiga don 
or patriotism, because it cannot possibly be ad- 
mitted that the newly-propounded teory of 
triumphant and illegal might over physicaily 
weaker rigot is the privilere of some one pur- 
ticular race. It fullowa, as 1 imagine, from what 
| have observed, that patriotic Deurts must ex- 
perience a sensation of great delight woen the 
course of evepts leada into error a sagacious 
und taleuted enemy of che FPatheriand. This 
feeling is one ot peculiar pleasure when one 
Huds one’s self in the midst of those who, by 
their lavors and gallaatry, with heir blood, aided 
in drawing that enemy into the comunitting of a 
mistake. 

ou all know that our highly talented en- 
ewy, Sir Henry Rawlinson, pred.cted sol F wo 
us in the year 1875 that he fuimesity of ue 
Tekkes of Aknal would javulve Russi or muy 
yeurs in enormous expeuditure of meu and 
money, and in a war wita Persia; that . would 
reuder it obiigatory ou Russi. to establish a cur- 
don of forts from the mouth of the Attrek 
tbrougu the entire oasis, and from the Attrek to 
Merv; and that, finally and to crown all, it would 
undermine the poiitical power of Russia in Cen- 
tral Asia. 

“It is pleasant, gentlemen, to look back to 
that precious confine on this auspicivus day and 
ussure ourselves of the fact that, thauks to the 
Aim getty, S.r Heary Rawlinsun’s proppecy bas 
peen in no way justifiable. Weuil now the 
condition of affairs too wen for me to enter intu 
details, but | may say that our troublesome 
Asiatic coufine bas never enjoyed such perfect 
tranquillity Ns it does now. Never since the time 
of Mohammed Suan's march to Herat, coupied 
witu the memorable services of Count Simvouitch, 
uns the luduence of the Russian Minister 
at Teheran been more predominant. lu one 
word, the spell of the Kussian standard is pow- 
erful far away to the East, even to the con- 
qubred region, and this will doubtless be con- 
urmed by che engineers whu have just returned 
from Sarukus. 

»Gemlemen, let me ask To whom is our coun- 
try indebted tor the tavuradle issue of 
bis great work? First and foremost let 
us respectfully give honor to the iustru- 
meutaity of our late suvereign, the murtyr 
Ozar. Having urmiy taken the Aknal Tekke 
business in hand, tne late Ewperor fully rent 
ized zue immense importance of a place d'arwes 
att wates of Herat and Afghanistan at a 
giveu period in bistory. In the secoud place, 
cue success of the enterprise was in principe in- 
sured from the very begioning by the effurts of 
his Imperial Highuess, the then Viceroy of the

It is with deep teeling that | 
call tomind all those whe cOoperated with me, the 
brave sold.ers, and my Drilliant. staff of officers, 
uwonug those who tell, Gen. Petrusévitch, con- 
spicuous by his sense Of duty, modest courage, 
and jearving, and all the otner officers whe died 
for the faith, such as Prince Magolot. Count Or- 
lot, Mamatsef, Bulygm, Zubot, Studiteki, La- 
blotehkof, Merkhilet.

“Iisseems strange to me that — individual 
Russian or that our society should display a 
timidity when we touch on any question near to 
the Kussian heurt—a quesdon legitimately aris- 
ing from our thousand years of bistorical ex- 
istence. There ure many reousons for this, but I 
cannot enter into them. The principal one, 
hewever, is that lameutable difference which 
exists between certain sections of Rus- 
sun society. between the intellectual 
classes and the Kussiuan people.

I perfectly understand this cos- 
mopolitan Europeanisin is not a source of 
strength, but an indication of weakness. There 
can be no strength independent of the nation, 
and the intellectual classes are a power only 
when in combination with the people. 

*Outhis anviversary of the fall of Geok Tépé it 
is only our best feelings that are uppermost. A 
French Marshal was in the habit of ubsorv nur 
that n wur *Tbrice we killed the sluin.’ My 
svuldier’s heart and experience tell me that I am 
in an assembiy of such peopie as those referred 
to by the Marshal. ‘Ibis is why, in the midst of 
soldiers, | utter words which are to be under- 
stood in in a military sense, and not as buving 
anything in common with politics of a given 
time.“ 

Keferring as the struggle for faith and nation- 
alit v now going on ou the shores of the Adriatic, 
Gen. Skubelet concluded with the following 
words: 

“| will not express all my meaning, gentle- 
men. My neart aches. But our faith in the 
historical mission of Russia is our consolation 
and our strength. Loug live the Emperor!”
